Denies Charges

absolutely Innocent of the charges. 
"My daughter and I were 50 miles 
away when the fire happened," she 
said. "We were visiting my sister in 
Oak Park. I knew nothing about 
the fire until tliree o'clock the next 
afternoon. It Is a terrible thing that 
I should be accused of setting the 
fire." 

Mrs. Xixon was released on bonds 
of SG.OOO. signed by her husband, 
.lohn C. Nixon. pnnding*a preliminary 
iu-arlng before .luslice Henry Wallen- 
Htein on Wtdnosday, May 21. 

Fire Marshal Asked to Investigate 
The fire in question 'occurred early 
Saturday morning. March 15. The 
building burned was a summer cot- 
tage, and it and the furniture and 
the clothinK of tlie family that had oc- 
cupied it were entirely destroyed. 
The loss was estimated at the time 
to he about $2,000. 

Strange circumstances surrounding 
the fire prompted members of the An- 
tioch fire department, which had been 
called ont to fight the flames, to re- 
port the matter to tho state fire 
marBhal's office. Mr. Scrivnor was 
assigned to the case and came to 
Antloch March 19 to make an in- 
vestigation. The insurance on the 
building, said to amount to 32,000, Is- 
sued through the Merchants of Mil- 
waukee- Fire Insurance contpany. was 
held up pending the result of the 
state fire marshal's iuveatlgntlou 
Tells of Second Fire Attempt 

Shortly after the fire Mrs. Nixon 
exhibited an anonymous letter threat- 
ening dire consequences to the NIx- 
ons should they establish a tourist 
camp on their Bluff Lake proi>erty. 
In the Interview of this morning Mrs. 
Nixon stated that an effort was made 
shortly after March 15 to burn an- 
other of their cottages. Several mat- 
tresses had been piled up in a comer 
of the building and set on fire, but 
tlie fire died out without any serious 
damage. Mrs. Nixon also expressed 
the opinion that she was the victim 
of vicious people.

At least two crib shf>ets arc neces 
Bary. one to put on the bed and an 
other to. be washed, dried and aired 
nnd then put In llie baby's dresser 
ready for use. Hickory crib sht-uts are 
of good quality coated ruhl)pr. yet not 





so heavy as to be curnbersumu and hot 
to the little body. They are acid and 
moisture prouf. which assures long 
wear.

He Is never In n liurry, never en- 
grossed witli ills food. He seems more 
Intercsled In the people about him 
and In giving them a good time than 
in tiie satisfying of o phyalcal appe- 
tite. It is a real delight to watch 
him, for there Is nothing gross, noth- 
ing vulgar, nothing hurried or bun- 
gled about Ills eating. 

Harris Is a man of prominence and 
importance In the comnmnlty In wbkb 
he lives. There Is no certainty as to 
what will happen when he feeds him- 
self, either to his clolhlng or to tlio 
inblu linen. He sprawls when he sits 
down to cat. He goes at It as If h^ 
were shoveling coal or pitching bay. 
and thilt he hnd little time to occom- 
priah a most Important job. He han- 
dles hia tools crudely and all through 
a meal he gives the Impression of be- 
ing a gormnnd and a boor. He knows 
nothing of the art of eating.

THK nernuulas, Island outposts 
In the Atlantic of the North 
American continent, have long 
been a resort for sojourners 
from the eastern United States, but 
never before have they been so speed- 
lly reached from the mainland as re- 
cently when the trip was made from 
New York by ^enplane In about eight 
hours nylng time. Uonts from New 
tork require 48.hour8 for the voyage. 
In the Pacinc. where there Is much 
Island competition, the Bermudas 
would bo a nepllglble group; but In 
the nimoat. Islandless Atlantic they 
have played an*lnu>b>tantrnlc- They 
form n microcosm, the catastrophea, 
the vicissitudes, tho political, eco- 
nomic, and reltelous controversies, and 
the development of whoso people, as- 
a solitary unit, far out to sea, reflect 
much of the world history of the Eng- 
lish speaking peoples. 

They aro a group of what are said 
to be 305 Islands (one for every day 
In the year) north latitude 32 degrees 
and west longitude 04 degrees. There 
are only five Important Islands, and 
nil of the group aro so close together 
that those capable of use are united 
by bridges and causownys. so as to 
give to tho sojourner In hla drives 
the Impre-^slou that they nre but one 
Island, with largo IndenUng bays uud 
Inlets. 

Strung together, they have the form 
of a flshhook with tho stem pointed 
to the northeast and tho cun-o of the 
hook to the Bouthwest. From tho 
northeast end to the .point of the 
hook, vou can piece out a curving 
drive 22 or 23 miles long, and tho 
width of the land from sea to sen 
through which you drive will hardly 
average a mile. The superficial area 
of the whole group Is 10^ miles. 

Tho Islands aro nearly COO miles 
from Cape Ilattoras, tho nearest 
mainland; they aro 700 miles from 
Charleston, S. C, opposite which they 
lie In the Atlantic; they aro nearly 
700 miles from New York and nbout 
CO miles fnrtlier from Halifax. 

They are about SOO miles from tho 
nearest of the West Indies; they are 
nearly 30 miles from tho southern 
or southeastern edge of that river of 
warm water, 100 fathoma deep; (low- 
ing over an ocean depth G-.tSOO fathoms, 
from the gulf of Mexico to New Bruns- 
wick, Nova Scolln, and beyond to Eu- 
ropean shores, which we call the Gulf 
stream. 
Pulverized Shell on Volcanic Rock. 
They are Irregular hills and ridges 
of pulverized ahells, reaching In some 
places to a height of 2W feet, drifted 
and deposited by the wind on the top 
of a mountainous column of volcanic 
rock rising from the floor of the sea 
three miles below. This peak Is a 
solitary one In nil that part of tho 
Atlantic ocean. It has been covered 
by this wind-formed limestone and a 
thinner plaster of coral rock. 

After tho expedition of 11. M. S. 
Challenger on her sclentine explora- 
tion of the Atlantic ocean bottom and 
Islands in 1873 had disclosed tho 
lonely column upon wlilch tho Ber- 
mudas rested, there was un effort to 
reconcile what seemed a pile of coral 
rock three miles high In the sea with 
Darwin's conclusion that the coral 
animal would not work more thau 
100 fathoms below the surface. 

A desire to And fresh water on the 
islands led to the alnklng of a well 
1 "00 feet deep, ond while It did not 
bring what was soHKht. It greatly grat- 
ified a lot of puz»Ie<l scientific men 
by disclosing that tho coral rock and 
Ilmeatono were a mere cap to wliat 
was an old volcano sticking Us era- 
lered top up to within less than one 
thousand feet of tho ahlulng surface 
of tho translucent sea. 

Tho top of this undersea mountain 
Is mdch' greater In superflclar area 
than that of the visible Islands, but 
It la everywhere crowned with coral 
and limestone, which protrude In dart- 
geroua reefa on tho nortli, wesr, and 
south sidea of tho Islands, as far as 
eight and ten mllea from their shores. 
Bomcllmea peeping above tho surface, 
nnd at others lurkfng Just beneath. 

One need not say that auch a situa- 
tion makes. Bermuda an awkward 
nlace for ships to reach and safely 
iond, nnd this clrcumatauco la an Im- 
Dortant factor la her history. 



Bermuda Is all by herself In the 
sclentlflc nnd naturalist world. Her. 
soil, which la red. Is nothing but the 
result of the working of the weather 
on the limestone find coral rock. These 
Islands came from the wind nnd drift ^; 
and currents of the seas. As one 
writer says: "Probably we could not 
select a more perfect example of cur- 
rent-formed Islands than tho Bermu- 
das." 

This origin has turned the closest 
attention of natural sdcntlBts to these 
Islands nnd brought out from them 
many articles and volumes on the ge- 
ology, conchology. zoology, astlnolo- 
K5-, arachnology. Ichthyology, meteor- 
niocy, and the flora nnd fauna of this 
V,;.T;--,-'nctuntIon point on the sur- 

face of the AtlTirttit^'^»> ■ •■'«*-•'.. -r* 

"While we cannot entirely exclude - 
from tho enthusiasm and prolific nc- 
tlvltv of our sclentlflc men the mo- 
tive "which the charm nnd bodily com- 
fort of the Islands furnished for these 
expeditioua thither, the publlcntlons 
manifest an exceptional Interest on 
their part In this tiny spot on the 
world's nnd ocean's surface which 
the peculiar history of Its creation 
has Justified. 

Some of the most fruitful sources 
of the spread of life, animal and vege- 
table, nre wind, current, nnd birds; 
nnd here we have the result of them 
all In an Isolated form, so sot apart 
as to permit the most saUsfuctory 
study of their results. 

The turtles must In old times have 
been of huge size; one, It was said, 
was large enough to give a good meal 
from Its meat to fifty men, and tho 
eggs and the oil of such monsters 
were equally useful. There are tur- 
tles there still, but they have been 
discouraged In their expansive ambi- 
tions nnd do not furnish forth a mar- 
riage feast as generously as In the 
dawn of clvllUatlon In that lltUe com- 
munity. 

New Varieties of Life Flourish. 
The Bermudas are the land of 
ndoi)ted nativity. They are most hos- 
pitable to new varieties of life. Some 
enterprising grower of plants intro- 
duced a toad to take care of tho In- 
sects which were troubling him In 
hla garden, and though this was only 
In the latter part of the last century, 
one runs across e'verywhere frequent 
evidence of these Immigrants, 

Very early In Uio settlement, nnd 
before 1G20. a vessel brought some en- 
terprising rats, which, with enthusi- 
asm worthy of n better cause, multi- 
plied until they ravaged tho Islands, 
nte everything In sight, swam in great 
multitudes from one Island to another 
leaving havoc In their train. 

Cats were Introduced, but to no Im- 
mediate purpose. Even the fish took 
part In resisting the rata, nnd many 
of the finny tribe were caught with 
rats In their stomachs. Suddenly they 
disappeared ns they had come nnd 
left nothing but a plague of cats, 
with their night blooming character- 
Istlcs, as a reminder of this rodent 
visitation. 

Lovely Flowers and Climate. 
Tho luxuriance nnd wealth of color 
of the flora of the Bermudas have at- 
tracted the poets, who have sung their 
beauties. 

Tho purple bougalnvlllon, with Its 
vao'lng shades In nnd out of the sun- 
light, la entrancing In Its beauty and 
welcomes one Into tho grounds of tho 
government house, climbing over the 
smoothly cut walls of coral through 
which the white road makes lU way 
to tho home of the governor; 

The oleanders are so fine and so 
Korscous In their hues that It has been 
suggested that these be called the 
Oleander Islands, Coffee, Indigo, cot- 
ton, nnd tobacco* aro of spontaneoua 

growth. 

It may not recall pleasant associa- 
tions in the minds of the youthful to 
say that In no place does the castor 
oil plant grow more perfectly than 

here. 

The climate of Bermuda has a max- 
imum temperature of about 83 de- 
grees, n minimum of nbout 43 degrees*, 
nnd a mean of about 70 dogreca. This 
nilld climate asslsta the growth of es- 
culent plants and rooU and promotes 
early growtJiof onions, potatoes, car- 
rots, tomatoes, and beetroots, as well 
as Illy bulbs and arrowroot, though 
tho Inst two have p.ot becQ succeao- 
ful of Intfc
